“Sir Arthur Goldfinch, one of the 
greatest living authorities on the 
sheep and wool situation, recently 
declared that the stock of wool—in 
1920 would be considerable-Ieés than 
the world’s present stock of wool.

Hence Modern Farm Buildings Dot 
the Western Landscape sks 
Examine the matter of hog raising 
for a moment. The hog had an un- 
pleasant reputation for filth—mostly 
because the old-time farmer didn’t 
give him a chance to keep clean. A 
place to wallow in summer, a make- 
eliift shelter to ward off most of the 
winter cold—these were considered 
ample until a few years ago. 

Now, however, there prevails a dif- 
ferent state of affairs, as a journey 
through Iowa, Mississippi and other 
states would show. For the progres- 
sive farmer of today houses his stock 
as thoughtfully as he houses himself. 
He realizes that greater profits re- 
sult. He understands that the animal 
which puts on its weight steadily and 
continuously without any setback fin- 
ishes quickest and at lowest cost to 
him. Hence, great airy barns, -hog 
houses and modern farm. building of 
every kind, with water systems, ven- 
tilation systems, and every provision 
for stocks’ health dot the western 
landscape. 

A type of hog house very popular 
now is one with many wiridows so 
arranged that they catch the winter 
sun in the, morning—a distinct ad- 
vantage, Surrounding it are individ- 
ual pens where the swine may stay 
in summer, and these pens connec 
with small doors to interior pens tha 
offer excellent protection in winter. 
Giving the hogs plenty of sun in 
winter and early spring, when they 
are kept in an enclosed shelter, is 
very important, as experiments have 
determined that the amount a hog 
eats is goverened in a measure -by 
the temperature of his body. 

Similar hog houses, larger and 
smaller, are beginning to make their 
appearance more widely, now that 
building is in full swing again; every 
indication -points to an increasing 
improvement in livestock, to their 
being made uniformly more healthy 
by better housing. a 

The above hog house presents a 
compact, convenient and desirable 
housing for: western farmers’ require- 
ments, The following specifications 
will give a fairly clear understanding 
of how it cah be built: 

Foundation—Footing to outside 
wall composed of one part cement to 
seven parts of gravel mixture, to the 
shape shown on section, Concrete 
floor 3 in. thick, and raised to 6 in. 
thick under sleeping platform. 
sills anchored to concrete wall with 
54x8 iron anchors every 6 ft. centres, 
2x4x10 studs at front centres, sheet- 
ed on inside with 1x8 shiplap, and 
siding on the outside. No cutting re- 
quired to front or-rear studs, Studs 
at ends will be cut out of 10 ft. etuff, 
square at bottom and cut to same 
pitch as rogf;, at top, Ceiling joists

Amendments to the Marriage Act pro- 
viding for nullification of marriages in 
cases where impediments are discovered 
after marriage, will be recommended in 
a bill to be presented at this session of 
the legislature. 

This decision was reached on April 11, 
by the special committee of the House 
appointed to consider Dr. Forbes God- 
frey’s bill to amend the Marriage Act by
